Burning Up Money 


The fire lo in Canada during 1921 amounted to more than $45,000,000 
and exceeded that of any previous year in the history of the country.  Re- 
turns the present year indicate that conditions are going from bad to 
wor During the first four months of 1922, losses have amounted to $79,- 
206,000, or almost $5,000,000 per month, 

The are taken from a new publication called “Fire Con- 
trol,” published by the Department of Insurance at Ottawa, which has been 
forced to take notice of the rapidly increasing fire waste in Canada and has 
become impressed with the necessity of calling public attention most forcibly 
to it If the enormous fire loss in Canada each and every year is to be low- 
ered it is imperative that the general public be aroused to a greater sense of 
individual responsibility for existing conditions, 

It is estimated that directly and indirectly, without taking into account 
loss of life and injuries resulting from fires, Canada’s fire burden in 1921 
totalled the enormous sum of $98,435,470. This great sum of almost one 
hundred million dollars is paid directly by property owners, but subsequently, 
through the channels of business, every individual in Canada bears his or her 
share of the burden. So distributed it amounts to $11.25 per capita of the 
population and constitutes a tax of more than $50.00 per annum upon the 
Other taxes produce something in the way of service, but

this fire tax of one dollar per week per family yields no return. 

There is a popular notion that the loss sustained in fires is, in the vast 
majority fully covered by insurance. Newspaper accounts of fire 
invariably concluded with the words: “Loss fully covered by insurance.” 
We take it for granted that this means there is complete compensation for all 
waste and destruction caused by the fire. There is no greater fallacy. The 
losses resulting from a fire extend in so many directions that they can never 
be fully covered by insurance. 

Insurance, at the most, can be collected only for the goods and property 


of cases, 


actually destroyed There is no insurance covering the cost of cleaning 
up the debris preparatory to re-building; none for time lost in=productive 
work while re-building or seeking a new location; none for profits lost on 


work that might have been done but which, owing to the fire, went to a com- 


petitor; none for the costly disorganization of business which results; none 
for loss of employment suffered by employees; none for the public who 
through decreased production may be called upon to pay higher prices. Yet 


Who pays if the insurance companies do 
not? Why, the publie of course. And even if such losses were covered by 
insurance, the publie would still pay through still heavier premiums. The 
only way for the publie to escape these charges is to reduce the fire waste. 

In the Western Provinces of Canada where the bulk of the population live 
in rural parts, and where therefore it is difficult, and frequently impossible, to 
supply adequate fire-fighting equipment, it is especially important that all 
po yle precautions against fire be taken and the utmost care exercised at 
all times If a fire starts on the farmstead, or in a small village or hamlet, 
the total destruction of the building is almost a foregone conclusion because 
there are not, and cannot be, the eflicient fire-fighting apparatus available in 
cities and the larger towns. F 

However, with the now general installation of rural telephones connected 
with local town and village centres, it should be possible for adjacent rural 
districts to unite with the town or village in providing a light auto fire equip- 
ment, combining a chemical and pumping engine and hose carriage, which 
would provide protection not only for the small town or village but for a con- 
siderable section of the surrounding country as well, and the rural population 
thus be reasonable sure that a telephone call will find the nearby town or 
village fire department equipped and ready to serve them promptly. The

The coldest spot in the world has 
| been found, By comparison, the 
North Pole is warmer than the tropics. 
It is so much colder than any other 
spot in the universe that comparisons 
{ are almost impossible. To be exact, 
jit is 515 degrees Fahrenheit below 
For instance, the known tem- 
| perature near the North Pole varies 
from 30. to 60 degrees below zero. 
At the highest altitude ever reached 
in an airplane, the temperature hov 
ered around 60 degrees below zero. 
This was nearly seven miles up. 

This remarkable spot is in Wash 
jington. It is the cryogenic labora- 
tory of the Bureau of Mines, Depart- 
}inent of Interior, where, for more 
heeisy two years, scientists have been 
working in an effort to liquify helium 
gas, purify it and make it 100 per 
cent ficient in the lift of giant dirig- 
ibles. 

And after numerous failures success 
finally is in sight. So sure are the 
selentists of this that they expect to 
be able to announce before the end of 
the year that what has been assumed 
to be impossible has been accomplish 
ed and that helium gas has been liqui 
fied and absolutely isolated from 
traces of any foreign gases. 

When the process is perfected, it 
will be of inestimable value to 
science, particularly to the navi 
gation of the air by the huge ships 
which will cross the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. It will make = acci- 
dents, such as that which recently 
happened the airship Roma; impos- 
sible, for the gas is non-Inflammable 
and only lacks lifting power to the ex 
tent that it-has béen impossible to 
free it of other gases. 

The research work is also calculat 
ed to reduce the cost of producing 
helium, which to date has been so ex- 
pensive and prohibitive that airships 
have been only partially inflated wit! 
it.

World Wheat Supply Low 


Only North America Has Surplus to 
Supply Demand 


The world wheat stocks by July 1, 
will be lower than for several years, 
according to an analysis of the situa- 
tion issued by the Commerce Depart- 
ment. 

Both Argentina and Australla, the 
department explained, have consider- 
ably less wheat than last year, the 
United States carry-over will be 
light, and only Canada has consider- 
able stocks on hand. A larger de- 
mand than last year, it was declared, 
was indicated by the upward trend 
of consumption, while the prospects 
are for a smaller crop. 

Until next February, the Depart- 
ment said, “the international trade 
will be largely dependent for supplies 
on the surplus of North America, and 
a limited quantity from India. With 
Russia entirely out of the export 
trade, North American wheat is in a 
relatively strong position.”

Lightning Harmless to Airplane 


Air Pilot Escapes Injury When He 
Meets Current at 100 Miles an 
Hour 
Captain EF. D. Herne, a cross-chan 
nel air pilot, has had the extraordin 
ary experience of striking the path of 
a flash of lightning while in flight at 

a speed of 100 miles an hour. 

Captain Herne recently made a 
record double trip between London 
and Paris in a single flying day. 

While passing along the airway to} 
Paris he observed heavy thunder- 
| clouds above the channel. He was 
skirthg these when he suddenly saw 
two or 
ning hear the machine, The aero- 
plane seemed to shudder and hesi- 
tate, then, recovering itself rapidly, 
continued smoothly in flight. 

Captain Hearne called up the near- 
est land station by wireless telephone 
and asked whether they thought the 
trailing wire of his apparatus might 
be connected with this phenomenon. 
They advised him to wind it in tem 
porarily, which he promptly did. 

It has often been a matter of spec- 
ulation what would happen should an 
aeroplane in flight come in the path 
of a flash of lightning. Some experts 
declared—-and Captain Herne’s ad 
venture offers the first confirmation 
of their argument—that the light 
ning would flow around the machine 
and down its wireless aerial and con 
tinue earthward without damaging 
the craft.
